1511 
song. 1515 ID **‘su compafia’’, then ‘‘live’* YL chat. One of them is 


out sick. Not sure of program number mentioned but should have been 
#20; geo coords; Base founded 17 dic 1952. 


Mentions *‘‘viernes, 9 de setiembre’’, so the missing Wed 7 Sept 
broadcast must have been on Friday instead when I did not check for 
it, nor anyone? 1520 multi-platform contact info starting with phone 
numbers, too fast and not repeated: give us a break if you want 
contacts. 1521 birthday greeting to someone who has completed another 
year; 1523 song but chopped off air at 1524* and never comes back! Yet 
another transmitter failure, why? And why won't/don't they ever turn 
it back on? I wonder if it only be sporadic electrical fluid. Yes, 
it’s off: always a good idea to recheck the SDR in case it have been 
inadvertently knocked off frequency.

1513 geo coordinates, date as 14 Sept, temp 1 degree, or 
low? was -6, winds from north at 20 kph gusting to 37; 1516 contact 
platform info; 1518 homage to some rock star; 1520 ID with °‘Nacional, 
nos une’; this-week-in-history starting with something on Sept 11, 
1888; International Chocolate Day, etc. 1527 song; 1531 ID, 
*““Nacional, nos une’* again; historical talk about Sarmiento in the 
1800s; 1544 weather again; 1545 song now peaking at S9 but chopped off 
air at 1546.4*, never back by when I quit at 1611. Something's always 
audacious at Antarctica (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

The BBC has announced that both Friday and Saturday’s Proms have been 
cancelled. Saturday would have been the Last Night, the traditional 
celebration that concludes the eight-week classical music festival 
that takes place predominantly in the Royal Albert Hall. 


Although the Last Night has been modified in response to public events 
(the programme was changed in 1997 after the death of Diana Princess 
of Wales and in 2001 after the 9/11 attacks) this is the first time 
Since the second world war that the final concert has not taken place 
at all. 


Thursday night’s concert - the first of two due to feature the 
Philadelphia Orchestra - was also called off only half an hour before 
the event. An announcement was made at 7 pm, and with much of the 
audience already arriving at the venue, the orchestra instead played 
the National Anthem and Elgar’s Nimrod. The Royal Box remained empty 
and the curtain behind the seats was closed as a mark of respect. 


Later that evening the BBC announced that the season’s two remaining 
Proms would also be cancelled “as a mark of respect”. Saturday’s Prom 
was to have featured soprano Lise Davidsen and cellist Sheku 
Kanneh-Mason with Dalia Stasevska conducting the BBC Symphony 
Orchestra. 


Many people on social media questioned the decision and saw it as a 
missed opportunity to use the Last Night as a musical tribute to the 
Queen.

wide variety of other angles registered, totally different from own 
current sked. Still nothing but 9330, no other imaginary frequencies 
contemplated as in original plan, since they still haven't figured out 
how to QSY. 


For a while they were compensating for this by hiring some time 
elsewhere, still IDing as if WBCQ, but has anyone heard those lately:

all multilingual, daily, 250 kW at 156 degrees to CIRAFs 38,39,48,47E 
= NE, E and C Africa from Libya to Sudan to Kenya, and Turkey thru 
Arabian Peninsula, of course including Egypt HQ of the cosmetix 
magnate instigator, an alien who could not own a US SW station 
directly.

I’m tuning 
in now to hear the first half of “UBMP’ on its secret semi-repeat, as 
I often do 25 hours after original Sunday airing at 2200 when I am 
distracted by other audio/viewing --- but not any more! 


This time has finally been sold, for the first program of **Living by 
the Sword’* from Gospel Gunslingers --- I kid you not: the confluence

gospel huxterism, while 5085 is a-rockin. $9+30/40 with caller 
discussing weather in South Dakota **this morning’*, hard to tell if 
new or similar season decades ago from the Scriptures for America 
archive; then right into assertion that **Satan has done a great job’ 
concerning 501C3s, the *‘anti-Christ church’* and the good ole days of 
blue laws so you could not dine out after church Sundays. I guess it 
be the #1 programming if not the #1 transmitter (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx US A. 850, Sept 8 at 0650 UT, hymns mostly instrumental dominating 
on E/W longwire rather than KOA, but it’s soon audible underneath with 
C2CAM // unimpeded 840 WHAS.

Then I DF it on DX-398 and get NE/SW, mutually nullable with KOA Nw, 
close to right angle apart. Fits for KFUO, which does play a lot of 
Christian music. Only other possible REL in NRC AM Log is WQRM, 50 kW 
daytimer in Duluth MN, but apparently mostly talk. 


MWOffset measurements from 2021, 2020, 2019 resp.: KOA on 849.9987, 
KFUO on 850.0025, WQRM on 850.0001 --- that would make KOA and KFUO 
.0038 kHz apart or 3.8 Hz. But WQRM/KOA only .0014 kHz apart, much 
closer to my reading. Should be easy to compare when KFUO is legal, 
before official FCC Denver sunset in Sept, 0115 UT (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx US A [and non]. 850, Sept 9 at 0112 UT, as planned, I am checking 
KFUO Clayton MO, the LCMS station, just before legal Denver sunset 
sign-off: hymn, 0114 cut to canned sign-off, and itself chopped off 
before finished at 0115* as transmitter turned off.

Evidently it’s 
running live everywhere, rather than 3-hour delay to PDT, so must 
require some other program-juggling. 


This fortuitously coincides with EIIR* super-coverage destined to last 
at least another week, but by 1808 already moved on to Tx**x* and many 
other topix.
